As to the Austrian and Italian fron- 
tier region, the situation remains 
about as it has been for a fortnight. 
The Italians are steadily forcing their 
way, through the mountains, making 
certain of each forward step and se- 
curely organizing thelr advantages 
when gained.

He was unable to suggest an 
estimate, however, until further re- 
ports are received from remote s#ec- 
tions of the province. 

The weather bureau explains that 
the storm resulted from a junction of 
two currents of warm air from Flor!- 
da and California striking a cool cur- 
rent from (Hudson's Bay.

under the 'Prussian-American treaty 
of international law, 

In reply to the last representations 
of the United States the German for- 
eign office in a note made public here 
tonight by the state department, reit- 
erates a previous justification of Ger- 
many's course, declares again her 
willingness to pay for the ship, and 
accepts a Wroposal first advanced by 
the United States——that the amount 
of damages iby fixed hy two exper.s, 
one to ‘be selected by ench country, 
Such a sum the German government 
pledges itself to pay promptly, with 
the stipulation, however, that the 
payment shall not be viewed asa gat- 
isfaction for violation of American 
rights, Should that method be unsat- 
isfactory Germany invitea the United 
States to arbitration at The Hague, 

Satisfactory to U. 8, 
unofficial view here is that re- 
paration by a commission of experts 
probably will ‘be satisfactory to the 
United, States, with the expresa pro- 
vision, however, that it is not a walver 
of treaty rights for which the Amer- 
can government contends, but applies 
only to the matter of damages,
